MINNEAPOLIS, Minn, Sept, 0.—A.
K. Rutledge, deputy game warden at
Bemidji, has been instructed to go to
Colraine and arrest Teddy Roosevely Jr.
for hunting in Minnesota without the
license required by law of a foreign resi-
dent, It is the result of Captain Green-
way, of Duluth, formerly in command of
the “Rough Riders,” inviting Teddy Jr.

SUCCEEDS IN REFORMING

Twelve New Villages Near New York
For Children Of The City Streets—The
“Boy Specinlist” and His Work—He
Solves Many Curious Problems.

I' NEW YORK, Sept. 7, 1007.—Includ-

ing several now being built, twelve vil-
luges have been established within the
viginity of New York during the past
few years to serve us homes for child:
ren.  The New York Juyenile Asylum
was the flrst of the reformatory insti-
tutions in this city to move out into the
open country where its young charges
could live in pretty cottage Lomes sur-
rcunded by gardens, famn lands and
plnygrounds, The sueeess of this
change from the oldtime barracks was
so marked that eleven other reformator-
jes have followed the example set by
the Juvenile Asylum, In all these vil-
lige colomies, children from the slums
asd the tenements are taught farming
and various trades in addition to receiv-
ing a common school education and
leaming how to play—the street boy ia
pathetically lackiy in all knowledge
of healthy pastimes. The young vil-
lagers in their rural surroundings are
brought into coutaef with Mother Na-
ture who hrowns their cheeks, builds up
inpoverished bodies, and straightens out
mental and moral kinks,

The new order of things is a vast im-
provement on old time methods of help-
ing the street boy. And, apart from
the change in his surroundings, the asy-
lym boy of today also benefits from a
better understamling of his case by

and experience are necled to gain the
confidence of the typical street boy at
the start, If any one doubts this, it
would be made clear to him should he
attempt to learn anything at first about
one of the army of New York gamins
who have been called the “princes of the
street.”

The novice is immedintely “up against
it,” as the boy himself puts it, since only
the merest baby of the =lum, too young
to talk intelligently, is unable to “size
up” the stranger, Older childrén are so
“wise” that they instantly discern lack
of experience on the purt of the ques-
tioner with disastrous results to him.
Buppose that, with a desire to show
Lindness and sympathy, you should ask
“How old are you, little boy?” or “Do
you go to schaol?” of some preeocious in-
fant of seven engaged in the paper vend-
ing business. The imp, covered with a
Jdegree of accumulated dirg which eaused
Owen Wister to exclaim of a London
street boy on similar occasion, “How
{s it possible in the short span of seven
yearst” very likely would answer your
inquiry ' with “Aw, go on yoeu Joisey,
watcher tink I am?”

But the novice should not feel the re-
buff Yoo keenly because evepn in the
presence of the one he calls the “wise
guy.” the man who knows all about the
street boy and the way to his heart,
the gamin is not abashed, though to be
sure his impertinence is then a mark of
favor rather than derision. 'A little
story, in point in that told by Charles
D. Hilles, superintendent of the New
York Juvenile Asylum, who devotes all
his time and energy fo saving street
boys from shipwreck upon the roeks of
erime everywhere present in the slum
life of the greater ‘cities, Each boy

Even with the most modern sort of
plant for n1n§ing good citizens, such as
that of the Juvenile Asylum—with its
widely spaced cottages built to acco
modate no more than twenty boys each,
its hospital, farm, school, trade-teaohing
shops, merit system of marking which
inoites to personal endeavor because it
provides personal reward, its huge play-
ground and its many acres of woodland
—the whole, to be effective, must bo vi-
talized by the “personal touch” by the
knowledge of the boy specialist.  Ac-

will doubtless convinee each of us of
the gorrectness of his statement—no two
boys are by any chance exactly alike
mind or body.  Opportunity Is given
the boy speclalist by the cottage type of
reformatory to study each boy, so that
ench may be treated as an individual,

“We regard each of woup charges as a
scparate problem,” says M¥. Hilles, “and
from the very flrst use every endeavor
to merit not the boy's fear, which might
eusily be nchieved through strigtly en
foreed arbiteary rules and accompanying
punishments meted out by keepers, but
his love and confldence.”

Something is almost inyarinbly ac-
complished during the first interview
Letween the delinquent and the boy
specialist, though often not without dif-
floulty,. A Dboy recently admitted to
the Children's Village had not only been
deprived of the guidance of both mother
and father in his fight with the world,
but had ulso suffered the loss of one
log in a ride stealing episode upon a
freight train.  He had lived by beg-
ging, and was so successful because of
his affliction that he earned much more
than enough for his needs. The sur-
plus which be had  acenmulated  had
drawn him Into evil surroundings. His
home bad been in a house of unsavory
reputation and his companions eriminals
of both sexes, Upon his arrival at the
Children's Village he was called into the
superintendent’s office in no very ami-
